Washington,. March 11.—^While 
American troops are preparing to 
move across the Mexican border 
to exterminate the Villa bandits, 
General Carranza in an official 
communication delivered through 
Consul Silliman has asked the 
United States for permission to 
Bend his troops into Aineiicaji ter- 
ritory if necessary iu pursuit ot 
outlaws. 


Administration officials regard 
General Carranza's proposal as 
favorable. 
It seems to indicate 
that he Avill not protest against 
American troops on Mexican soil 
as had been feavsi. .Such a recip- 
rocal arrangement would never 
result in a single Carranza soldier 
crossing the line as the possibilità' 
of bandits taking refuge in Amer 
ican territory is considered re- 
otc. It is realized that such an 
•rangement, however, would go 
far t^ satisfy General .Carranza. 
and permit him to comply wit 
popttlar" sentiment in Mexico. 


There was no indicatioji oarlv 'toaay 
how the 
proposal 
would be 
receiveil, 
but it IB known that the administration 
realizes 
the 
necessity 
of 
avoidine: a 
breach with Carranza if the Mexican sifc- 
uation is hot to ijrow into the status of 
armed intervention.

Gen. Funston ret.iin- 
iny command of the general operations 
which, it is e.xpected, will involve the 
use of three or more columns. 


Expedition is Defensive. 
Secretar>' Baker today referred to the 
American expedition as a "defensive ' 
one. 
This was regarded as a significant 
indication of the administration s pol- 
icv to make it clear that it is proceed- 
ing with scrupulous regard for the sov- 
ereignty of Mexico and entirely in aid 
of the constituted authorities.

newed discussion of the proposal that 
the government prohibit importation of 
movuig picture films, both as a means 
of national economy and as a stop to- 
ward building up home industry in the 
"movie" field. 


Nine-enths of all the films shown in 
England are imported from the United 
States and France. It is estimated that 
the trade with American film producers 
sends to the United States no less than 
$10,000,000 a year, thus helping to build 
up a foreign trade 
balance 
against 
Great Britain and taking much gold out 
of the country. 


England is taking to her ecbnomioa 
reluctantly and there is a wide diver- 
gence of views ns to the moving pic- 
ture, or "cinema" theaters as thev lie 
called here. Several of the leading Lon- 
don newspapers are advocating the ban 
against the imported 
film 
and 
Lavp 
grown outspoken iu their denunciaiion 
of the American product in particular. 
While admitting that some of the pic 
txire productions from the Stat-js rvc 
meritorious, thoy assmt that 
"Ratth- 
snj^io Pete,"' Broncho Bill," and r)thi;r 
"cow person" drama« predominate 
:n 
the American field and are "quite unin- 
telligible to our people." 


But the American "niovio'' has .ctanch 
friends and i^ is asserted that if Amci-- 
ican pr4iductions were barred the thea- 
ters throughout the Britislj Isles would 
be forced to close. 
The English pro- 
ductions could not begin to fill the de- 
mand and it is said the industry nevtr 
could grow to great proportions here 
because the Ught and atmospheric eon- 
ditions cannot compare to those in Cal- 
ifornia an'd oth^r parts of the Uuitcl 
States. 
Those in opposition to the film 
importation, however, • claim that Great 
Britain can lead the world in this in- 
dustry as in many others. 


There are about 5,000 moving picture 
theaters in the kingdom and their bill- 
boards all proclaim American produc- 
tions. Most of the American film stare, 
have their distinctive 
followings 
in 
England. 


In urging 
that 
American 
films 
be 
barred, the influential Loiidon 
Times 
says: 


'Wc are buying American films tu 
the extent of $10,000,000 at

time 
when there are only two legitimate ob- 
iects on which, British money should be 
spent. 


"One of these objects is the promotion 
of victory in the field, the. other, which 
is closcly allied, is the promotion of .a 
sound national spirit in the people ut 
home. 
The importation of American 
films, so far from promoting either of 
these objects, is a direct obstacle to 
both. 
Nor do\those films, obtained at

killing of nine civilians by the raidert.

N e w York 
March 11.—In the mMst .oC 
war Russia has not forgotten athletic* 
and thé possibility 
of future 
CNjrmpto 
games. 
By order of that department of 
the government which is planning for th« 
athletic upbuilding of the younger gener- 
ation of Russians, there arrived in this 
city recently Hannes F. Andersson. 
HI» 
card bears the inscription: 


"Rtissian trainer in light athletics an« 
chief administrator in physical culture am 
his imperial highness, the czar oC Russia, 
schools for officers." 


Andersson 
who Is a Swede, and as a 
member of the Swedish team competed In 
the Olympic games at Stockholm In 1912, 
bears a formidable package of passport«, 
recommendAtlons and other official docu- 
ments, all stamped with Russian imparlal 
seals. 
He explained that owing to the 
war his field of labors in Russia has bèen 
seriously curtailed. 
In view of these Cir- 
cumstances the government decided that 
the 
time was 
opportune for a 
caraful 
study of the American athletic syst«m, 
which the Russians concede to be the b«st 
in the world. 


The Swedish trainer has been glveB a 
roving commission together with a large' 
expense fund, and will investigate Amaffl- 
can athletics in all its phases during the 
coming 
summer. 
The 
system used 
in 
holding games, developing athletes, rais- 
ing funds and forms of control In vogue 
In the Amateur Athletic union, intercol- 
legiate associations and individual coUegM 
will be the subject of careful study. Aa- ' 
dersson will visit various parts of 
tk* 
country, attend national and intercollegi- 
ate meets and interview the leading ath- 
letic trainers of the United States before 
he returns to Russia. 


In a recent interview he stated

Washington, Jefferson, Madiaon, Mon- 
roe, Jackson, Lincoln, Grant and Mc- 
Kinley were elected to succeed them- 
selves and all except Lincoln and Mc- 
Kinley served eight years, or nearly so. 
The period of Washington'« service as 
president was seven years, ten months 
and four days. 


Roosevelt, who, previously was vice 
president, was inducted into the olficc 
of president* b'^ the death of McKinley, 
succeeded himself by election and served 
as president seven years, five months 
and seventeen days. 


Cleveland waa defeated for re-elec- 
tion to spcceed himself at the close of 
his first term, but after a lapse of four 
years he was again a candidate and 
elected, making hi« service in the presi- 
dential office a period of eight years. 


Wm. Henry Harrison ^ v e d only one 
month as president. 
He was inaugur- 
ated on March 4, 1841, and soon after 
was taken ill with bilious pleurisy. On 
the 4th of April following his death oc- 
curred. His was the shortest service as 
president. 


The 
death 
of Taylor 
occurred on 
July 9, 1850, one year, four months, and 
five days after his inauguration as pres- 
ident. 
His death Avas due to a billioas 
fever brought on largely by the worry 
connected with the discharge of 
the 
duties of hie office. 
He was harassed 
with office seekeria and sorely perplexed 
in attempting to adjust the diffetences 
growing out of the slavery question and 
these causes, with a severe 
cold 
he 
caught, brought hip death after an ill- 
ness of only five day«. 
He found the 
conflicts in Washington growing out of 
politics far more trying to hia nervous 
and physical system than the many 
battles in which he participated as a 
general duriiig the Mexican war.

years, one month, and eleven days. Gar- 
field six months and a half, arid Mc- 
Kinley four years, six months an»i ten 
days. 
Each was assassinated whilu in 
pflfice. Lincoln was shot while attoiuiing 
a theater i,n Washington by ^ohn Wilkos 
Booth, on the ^ight of April 14, 18(55, 
and died the next day. 
Garfield wa.s

When elected to 
the presidency, however, Harrison was 
a resident of Ohio, Taylor of Louisiana, 
and Wilson of New Jersey.

"In the closing years of his lite TefTer* 
son was regular in his attendance to 
church, taking his prayer book witli 
him. He drew the plans of the Episco- 
pal church at Charlottesville, was one 
of it» largest contributorrf to its erec- 
tion,, and contributed yearly to tho sup- 
port of its minister.

In the winter of 1842 there was 
series of relixious meetinigs held not 
far from his home. 
President Jackson 
attended ail of them. 
He was pro 
foundly impressed, and at the close of 
one of the meetings he announced ins 
intention tO unite with the'church. Tlu 
pastor of the congrégation was licv 
Dr. Edgar. 
AVhen the president pre 
sented himself for membership the lisit 
al questions regarding doctriiie and ex 
perience were satisfactorily 
answcrea 
Then the clergyman said: 


"And do you forgive all your ene- 
mies 
The question was evidentlv 
unexpected, and Gen. Jackson remainid 
silent for a moment. 
Then lie slowiy 
answered: 


"Mv political enemies I can freely for- 
ffive. But as for those who abused me 
while I was serving my country in the 
field of war and those who attacked me 
then—weU, Doctor, that is a different 
question." 


Dr. Edgar assured him it was jiot. 
Christianity, he said, forbade the in- 
dulgence of harboring enmity absolutely 
and in all cases. No man, he continue.!, 
could 
be received 
into a 
Christian 
church who did not cast out of his ho.an, 
every feeling of that nature. 


After a considerable pause Jaakson 
said be thought he could forgive a!l 
who had in any way injured him and 
that very morning the war worn vet- 
eran bowed at the altar in that little 
country church, made his confession of 
faith, was baptised, and received into 
membership. 


His subsequent life, and he lived for 
three years afterward, was that of a 
Christian. 
Family pras'^er was estab- 
lished in his home and he read the Bible 
through twicc before his death. He died 
on the 8th day of Juno. 1845.

In the early years of our history ns a 
republic the vice presidency 
was a 
stepping-stone to the presidency. 
Jobu 
Adams, vice president with Washington, 
succeeded the latter as president. Thom- 
as .Jefferson, vice president with Adams, 
defeated the latter for re-election .Tiid 
became president. 
Martin 
VanBurr-n, 
vice president Mith Jackson, 
be-auie 
president after the term of Jackson 
had expired. 


Each of these three, Adams, Jefferson 
aîid Van'Buren, were made president by 
election. 
Since VanBuren's time, liow- 
ever. no man has stepped from the vico 
presidency to the presidency by floc- 
tion. 
The other vice pre=î lent» v,i)o 
passed directlv from that oilice to the 
chief executive chair of tho nation, Ty- 
ler, 
FiJJmore, 
Johnson, 
Arthur and 
Roosevelt, did so by reason of the death 
of the president in office. 


And the office of secretary of stale 
has not been a winning stepping-stoiis 
to the presidency in these later years, 
although in the times Jong ago. to a 
considerable extent, it was. Jeffcr«.5n, 
Madison. Monroe, VanBuren and .r«)lin 
Quincy Adams all served as sccretavv of 
state before their election as pre;5!»ler.t, 
as did also Buchanan.

Two of the most illustrious states- 
men in the history of our nation, Henry 
Clay and James C. Blaine, fail-»d in 
their efforts to pass from the office oi 
secretary of state to the presidency, 
and both were "the idols of their ¡larty.'" 
Henry Clay, who was secretary of ?tatu 
under President John Quincy 
Adams, 
was t^^icp defeated for tho presidency 
after he had received the nomination, 
and James U. Blaine, who was pccro- 
tary of state under President GarlieUI, 
was also defeated for the presidency 
after he had been nominatd by his party 
as a candidate for the office. 


Men who have been secretai-y of state 
have often sought Ihe presidency, but, 
with the exceptions 
mentioned, liave 
failed in securing the coveted office. In 
fact, a cabinet position, in these later 
years, and the speakership of the na- 
tional house, do not seem to prove good 
stepping-stones to the presidency.

The title of the president is simply 
"the president of, the United States." 
In the first congress there was a debate 
over a title for the president and it 
was proposed by some of the member.s 
that he be addressed as "His Excel- 
lency," and by others as "His High- 
ness." 
The matter was referred to » 
committee and it reported. that "'it is 
not proper to annex any style or title 
other than that expressed in the con- 
stitution." 
Hence the title and addr-iss 
of the president has remained, "The 
President of the United States."

The salary of the president was a 
subject that came up for consideration 
in the first congress. The constitiiticu 
had simply declared that the president 
should receive a compensation for his 
services. 
Washington had noiifie-l his 
fellow citizens' that he desired no sal- 
ary. 
The limits isuggested in congrcss 
as the president's salary ranged fmm 
$15,000 to $70,000. It was finally placed 
at $25,000 a year and at these figures 
it remained imtil President Grants sec- 
ond term when, on March 3, IST.I, it 
was increased to $50,000 and at the 
second session of the sixtieth oonijress 
to $75,000. 
On March 4, 1907, con- 
gress made an appropriation of .?25,000 
annually "for the travelling expenses of 
the president of the United States, 1o 
be expended at his discretion ^nd ac- 
counted for by Iiis certificate solely" 
The salary of the vice president anii 
the members of the cabinet is .$12.000 
a year. 


The first inauguration of Washington 
as president was in New York citv ntid 
hiF second in Philadelphia. 
John Adara.^ 
was also inaugurated at Philadelphia. 
Durine his administration the capitol at 
Washington was built and the closing 
years of his administration were spant 
there. 
.Tefferson was inaugurat'jd 
at

All the presidents since 
have been inaugurated there.

took the presidential oath of office first 
in New York city.

Two of our presidents. Buchanan and 
Cleveland, were bachelors at the timf; 
of their inauguration as president. Bu- 
chanan never married. 
Cleveland waa 
married during his first term in the 
president's office to Miss Frances Fol- 
som, whose father in the years before 
had been a law partner of Äfr. Cleve- 
land. 
The marriage ceremony 
took 
place in the Blue room at tiie white 
house. 
Ho had known her from .hgr 
girlhood years. 


With the marriage of President Wil- 
son, which occurred on December 18, 
1015. seven of our presidents have mar- 
ried widows. The other six were WasVi-

Her death occurred af- 
ter his. first election to the pre5idency 
but before his inauguration. She was » 
woman who exerted a wonderful in- 
fluence for good on the life of Jack.sor. 


Miss Abigail PoAvers. the dauchter of 
a minister of the gospel, AA'as the first 
wife of President Fillmore. His seconti 
Avife Avas Mrs. Caroline Carmichael Mc- 
intosh. The first Avife of President Ben- 
jamin Harrison was Miss Caroline La- 
vinia Scott and his second Avifo. Mrs. 
Mary Scott Lord Dimmick. 
The first 
Avife of President Wilson, his wife dur- 
inpr the first years of his presidency, 


Avas Miss Helen Axson. 
His second 
wife, and the story of her life and mar- 
riage to Pi-esident, Wilson, is familiar 
to eA'ery reader, AA-as Mrs. Edith.

And no\y I'll tell, in brief, the story 
of Dolly Paine Todd Madison, the beau- 
tiful young AvidoAV Avho was the secon«! 
wife, but not the first love, of Presi- 
dent James Madison, and AA-ith its tell- 
ing close these someAvhat hastily Avrit- 
ten and awkwardly put together remin- 
iscences about the presidents of the 
United States. 


The girl Avho Avon the first love of 
President Madison Avas Miss Floyd, of 
New York, the daughter of William 
Floyd, one of the signers of the Dociara- 
tion of Independence.

Madison 
Avas a young man. But, for 
some reason Avhich hia biograph'jr tloes 
not 
mention, the attachment,

While in congress he met in the gav 
society of NCAV York a j oung Avidov,- oi 
remarkable powers of fascin.ition —-Mr.^. 
Todd, or Doll.v Paine Todd, as sh<j Ava' 
called by her Avide circle of friends. Uoi 
maiden name Avas Dolly Paine. Sh'3 Av.ib 
born in North Carolina, of Quaker par- 
ents. and when but eighteen years ol 
age married a young lawyer and inovou 
to Philadelphia, Avhere she was intro- 
duced to brilliant scenes of fashionable 
life. 
Then, after seA-eral years, her 
husband died and she moved to N'-w 
York city, Avhere her beauty ma.ue liei 
immensely popular in society circles. 


Many admirers amo«ig 
N C A V 
York'.s 
business and professional men p.iid he, 
court, but Madison Avon the prize and in 
1794 they Avere married. He AV^IS ilien 
forty-three A'ears of age. She iirovod 
an inA-aluable companion to him. His 
biographer has this to say of her:

with kindness, endoAved Avith Avonderfnl 
poAvers of conA-ersation. persuasion ana 
entertainment, and Avith a face who.«'.- 
frankness and Avinning smiles won. ai 
sight, all hearts, she contributed creatly 
to the popularity and power of lici 
husband in the elevated spliere thrcugli 
Avhich he afterAvards moved." 


In 1801 Thomas Jefferson Avas elected 
president. .Tames ^Madison Avas :Jppoint- 
ed a nfhmber of his cabinet, tho socre- 
tarv of state. 
This summoned tlie lat- 
ter from his home in Virginia to Wash- 
ington. As Jefferson was a Avidovver at 
that time, Mrs. Madison 
Avas called 
upon t o preside over t h e festivities of 
the Avhite house. Mr. Madison sticccetlod 
.Tefferson as i^resident. holding the offico 
for two terms. Hence for sixteen years 
this remarkable Avonian was, in realit.v, 
the mistress of the presidential man- 
sion. 
It is said that ne\-er before, or 
since, has tlie Avliite house had j:. more 
popular mistress than Dolly Paino Todd 
Madison.

American Woman Tells of 
Nine Days' Eide as 
Villa Captive. 


El Paso, Tex., March 11.—ilrs. Jiaude 
Haukc Wright, the 
American 
woman 
who rode nine days Avith the Villa troops 
preceding the raid on Columbus, N. M., 
is here today awaiting the arrival of her 
baby which Avas taken 
from her and 
Riven to a Mexican family at their home 
near Pearson, Mex. The baby is safe and 
she expects it to be brought to her to- 
day or tomorrow. 
Her 
husband 
was 
killed by the bandits. 


"1 want to go to 
my 
baby," ^Iis. 
Wright said; "it would only take me 
three days to walk to Pearson." 


Mrs. Wright retold Iter story of the 
nine-day trip with the bandits as though 
it were commonplace. 
She had sufl'ered 
so much that she had apparently lost all 
sense of fear. 


Because she sufl'ered in silence, and 
held 
herself 
aloof, 
she 
was 
called 
"LarojTia," queen of the Villistas, by 
the troops. 
Villa had told one of the 
ofEcers that he proferred to have her die 
of exhaustion rather tlian to kill her 
outright--and because she proved to be 
able to withstand hardship better than 
his own men, he promised he would re- 
lease her after he had sacked Cohunbus. 
He also agreed to give her .$100 in gold 
and 
a 
permit 
to travel 
unmolested 
throughout any part of Villa territory. 


"Villa only talked to me twice/' Mrs. 
AVright said. 
"I avoided talking with 
him because he would have thought I ad- 
mired him and would have forced me to 
accompany him. 
He told his officers he 
would wipe out the town of Oolumbus 
and then when the United States tried 
to invade the Mexican territory, Ger- 
many and Japan would step in to inter- 
fere. 
Villa believed this firmly. I have 
overheard him make such remarks from 
time to time. 
"^Vhether some agents of 
these two countries are making him be- 
lieve this, or whether It is an idea which 
came to him, I do not know. 
But he is 
convinced that he will be assisted in the 
fight he has started. 


"How I wanted to escape to tell the 
people of Columbus about the attack, 
but I was watched all the time. 
Tlio 
first night T was allowed to sleep in an 
abandoned adobe hut, which was pre- 
jiared for me. About thirty saddles were 
piles in front of the door.

Tho period of Washington's service as 
president was seven years, ten months 
and four days. 


Roosevelt, who, previously was vice 


president, was inducted into the nlficc 
of president V>" the death of McKinley, 
succeeded himself by election and served 
as president seven years, five months 
and seventeen days. 


Cle-feland was defeated for re-elec- 


tion to succeed himself at the close of 
his flrat term, but after a lapse oif four 
years he was again a candidate and 
elected, making his service in tho presi- 
dential office, a period of eight years. 


Wm. Henry Harrison served only one 


'month ns preeident. Up, was inaugur- 
ated on March 4, 1841, and soon, after 
was taken ill with bilious pleurisy. On 
the 4th of April following bis death oc- 
curred. His was the shortest service as 
president. 


The death of Taylor occurred on 


July 9, 1850, one year, four month?, and 
five days after his inauguration as pres- 
ident. . His death was due to a billioiis 
fever brought on largely by the worry 
connected with the discharge of tlic 
duties of his office. 
He was harassed 


with office seekers and sorely perplexed 
in attempting to adjust the differences 
growing out of the slavery question ana 
these causes, with a severe 
cold 
he 


caught, brought his death after ah ill- 
ness of only five days. He found the 
conflicts in Washington growing out of 
politics far more trying to his nervous 
and physical system than the rrianr 
battles in which he participated as a 
general during the Mexican war.

tiated a treaty, signed in Berlin, winch 
gave her Uganda, and thus thwarted a 
dream tho Germans had long held of 
a through railroad across 'Africa en- 
tirely uii German soil.

hand, by gaining pustession of. the ter- 
ritory in southeast Africa to the Bel- 
gian Congo, 
Germany as 
effectually 


prevented ilin construction of a Cape- 
to-Cairo railway under British control.

month later the English

French signed an agreement recogniz- 
ing a British protectorate over Zanzi- 
bar and Pemba, a French protectorate 
over Madagascar, and a French sphere 
of influence from Algeria southward to 
a point between the town of Say and 
Lake Chad.

I'orlugai i-aiv.f to an ngrcpiiiciil defining

"In later years came the Boer war, 


and thereafter another general scramble 
for influence in Afrira, in which Great 
Britain secured control over the Orange 
Free State and tbo Transvaal, Belgium 
formally annexed the Congo Free IStatc, 
Italy Mized Tripoli and Franco finally 
extended a protectorate over Morocco.
